1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Town  Treasurer, 
one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds  for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three 
years,  three  members  of  the  Col.  Town  Spending  Com- 
mittee for  three  years  and  other  necessary  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  Town  officers'  salaries.  Town 
officers'  expenses,  for  Election  and  Registration, 
Municipal  Court,  Town  Hall,  Police  Department,  Fire 
Department,  Legal  expenses.  Health  Department, 
Vital  Statistics,  Sewer  Maintenance,  Town  Mainten- 
ance, Street  lighting.  Library,  Town  Poor,  Old  Age 
Assistance,  Memorial  Day,  Parks  and  Playgrounds 
including  Band  Concerts,  Cemeteries,  Regional  De- 
velopment, Board  of  Trade,  Interest  on  temporary 
loans,  on  Long  Term  Notes,  for  Town  Road  Aid, 
Sidewalk  construction.  New  equipment,  Sewer  con- 
struction, payment  on  Long  Term  Notes  and  other 
town  expenses. 

3.  To  direct  how  money  raised  for  the  above 
purposes  be  expended. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  on  temporary  notes  in  anti- 
cipation of  taxes,  covering  period  from  March  12,  1940 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1941. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  town  thru  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  distribute  the  blank  inventories  at  the  time 
they  examine  and  appraise  the  property  to  be  taxed. 
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7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  discontinuing  as  open  highways  and  make 
subject  to  gates  and  bars,  the  following  parts  of 
roads :  the  road  leading  from  the  Page  Hill  road  to 
the  Mrs.  Vera  Blanchard  house ;  the  Stebbins  Hill 
road  leading  from  A.  D.  White's  driveway  to  the 
turn  opposite  the  so-called  Ray  Howe  place ;  the  so- 
called  Morse  road  in  district  No.  10  or  No.  14  road  as 
shown  on  State  Highway  map ;  the  road  leading  from 
Wallace  Martin's  to  the  Dalton  road;  the  road  lead- 
ing from  the  Frank  Jordan  road  to  the  State  Road  be- 
tween Lancaster  and  Northumberland  known  as  the 
''old  County  Road". 

8.  To  bring  in  your  votes  for  the  election  of 
Delegates  at  Large,  Alternate  Delegates  at  Large, 
Delegates  and  Alternate  Delegates  to  the  National 
Conventions  of  the  various  political  parties  to  be  held 
to  nominate  party  candidates  for  President  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 

Acting  in  the  capacity  of  a  party  that  is  assigned 
the  responsibility  of  interpreting  the  desires  and  pur- 
pose of  a  person  as  expressed  through  the  medium  of 
a  will  is  a  duty  that  is  extremely  difficult  to  perform. 
The  history  of  interpretations  of  wills  indicates  that 
nearly  as  many  plans  and  ideas  are  advanced  as  there 
are  people  making  interpretations  of  the  same  docu- 
ment. 

The  Colonel  Town  Spending  Committee,  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  town,  m  the  last  analysis  is  mere- 
ly an  agent  of  the  people  entrusted  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  interpreting  and  carrying  out  the  ideals  and 
ideas  Colonel  Town  might  have  had  when  he  had  this 
document  drawn  up.  During  the  period  of  time  that 
the  present  committee  have  had  this  responsibility  it 
has  been  their  interpretation  that  paramount  among 
the  Colonel's  philosophies  was  building  into  the 
people  of  Lancaster  character  and  citizenship,  using 
as  a  medium  for  this  objective  the  income  from  his  es- 
tate which  he  bequeathed  to  the  town.  Whether  or 
not  the  Committee  have  succeeded  in  carrying  out 
this  ambition  and  dream  of  the  Colonel,  only  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town  can  tell.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that 
back  of  each  appropriation  has  been  this  fundamental 
philosophy. 

In  going  over  the  effect  of  the  Spending  Committee 
on  the  lives  of  the  people  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  it 
is  interesting  to  reflect  for  a  momentt  on  some  of  the 
projects  which  have  been  carried  on.    Perhaps  one  of 
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the  most  gratifying  endeavors  has  been  money  and 
effort  expended  in  making  available  funds  for  the 
younger  people  of  the  town  in  carrying  on  their  edu- 
cation bej^ond  the  point  of  our  local  high-school. 
Through  this  medium  49  of  our  young  people,  both 
village  and  rural,  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
privileges  of  attaining  training  that  would  equip 
them  for  positions  in  the  demands  of  life  whereby  they 
would  be  able  to  serve  their  fellowmen  a  little  better. 
t>om  the  Committee's  point  of  view,  this  is  a  contri- 
bution from  th(i  Colonel  Town  Fund  in  building 
character  and  citizenship.  As  a  by-product  of  this 
project  each  of  these  young  people  has  been  asked  to 
sign  a  note.  The  history  of  this  project  has  been  so 
gratifying  in  connection  with  the  repayments  of  these 
notes  that  the  project  at  the  present  time  is  being  car- 
ried on  from  funds  that  have  been  loaned  in  past  years 
to  young  people  who  are  now  in  a  position  to  repay  and 
make  possible  the  re-loaning  of  this  money  to  some 
other  young  person  who  still  has  his  educational  pro- 
gram ahead.  These  young  people  have  assumed  this 
responsibility  earnestly  and  have  demonstrated  their 
appreciation  for  the  project  and  their  serious  intention 
to  carry  out  their  part  by  repayments  on  the  money 
which  was  loaned  them.  The  Committee  has  a  very 
definite  feeling  that  not  only  have  educational  facil- 
ities that  were  made  possible  to  these  young  people 
tended  to  build  character  and  citizenship,  but  the  as- 
suming of  the  moral  obligation  of  repayment  has  also 
very  definitely  built  character  and  citizenship  in  these 
young  people.  The  Scholarship  Committee  has  asked 
for  no  appropriation  for  two  years  and  will  not  in  the 
coming  year  due  to  repayment  of  loans. 

This  same  philosophy  might  be  carried  even 
further.  A  large  amount  of  the  money  made  avail- 
able through  Colonel  Town's  bequest  is  used  for  the 
maintenance  and  carrying  on  of  athletic    and    recre- 
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ational  facilities  at  little  or  no  cost  to  those  participat- 
ing. This  feature  the  Committee  feels  builds  charac- 
ter and  citizenship.  As  a  by-product  of  these  various 
ventures  our  people  have  demonstrated  their  charac- 
ter and  citizenship  by — First:  Respecting  the  rights 
of  other  people  in  the  town  in  sharing  the  use  of  the 
various  pieces  of  equipment.  Second :  The  respect 
for  Colonel  Town  and  his  bequest  by  the  careful  and 
respectful  use  they  make  of  the  Colonel  Town  prop- 
erties and  the  gentlemanly  and  ladylike  manner  in 
which  they  conduct  themselves  while  using  the  Colonel 
Town  facilities.  The  third,  and  perhaps  most  signifi- 
cant way  in  which  the  Colonel  Town  bequest  has  built 
citizenship  and  character  in  Lancaster  people,  has 
been  their  very  definite  attitude  to  carry  on  and  do  as 
much  as  they  can  themselves  rather  than  ask  Colonel 
Town  through  the  Spending  Committee  to  do  things 
for  them.  A  few  examples  which  illustrate  this 
point  are ; 

The  Rotary  Club  appropriates  funds  for  the  main- 
tainence  of  a  skating  rink.  The  Kiwanis  Club  carries 
on  with  very  little  help  the  playground  which  was 
originally  conducted  by  the  Spending  Committee.  The 
Boy  Scout  troops  fundamentally  carry  their  own  finan- 
cial program  with  very  little  help  from  the  Spending 
Committee.  The  Hospital  Auxiliary  have  assumed 
their  responsibility  and  ask  for  very  little  help.  This 
year  the  town  school  districts  appropriated  money 
for  the  transportation  of  school  children  of  high- 
school  age  to  supplement  the  appropriation  of  the 
Colonel  Town  Fund  rather  than  ask  for  an  increased 
appropriation  from  the  Spending  Committee. 

From  the  Committee's  point  of  view  all  of  these 
projects  and  their  by-products  have  demonstrated 
that  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  look  upon  the  bequest 
of  Colonel  Town  as  a  fund  to  augment  and  assist  them 
in  building  character  and  citizenship  among  their 
people  rather  than  as  a  means  whereby  they  can  shirk 
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responsibilities  which  definitely  belong  to  them.  This 
type  of  philosophy  which  evidently  is  part  of  the 
spirit  of  the  people  of  the  town  of  Lancaster  has 
definitely  made  Colonel  Town's  bequest  an  asset 
rather  than  a  liability  to  its  people.

Secretary's  Report 

The  Colonel  Town  Spending  Committee  for  1939 
was  composed  of  nine  members  as  follows :  Mrs.  Ethel 
McCarten,  Dr.  W.  M.  Bronson  and  L.  E.  Bragg,  whose 
terms  of  office  expire  in  1940 ;  Evelyn  Moyle,  Enos  G. 
Fay  and  Dan  A.  O'Brien,  whose  terms  of  office  expire 
1941 ;  Mrs.  Katherine  Lane,  Carroll  Stoughton  and  El- 
mer Dickey,  whose  terms  of  office  terminate  in  1942. 
The  officers  for  1939  were:  Dan  A.  O'Brien,  Chair- 
man; Enos  G.  Fay,  Treasurer;  Evelyn  Moyle,  Secre- 
tary. The  following  Sub-committees  served  for  the 
past  year:  House  Committee — Dr.  W.  M.  Bronson, 
Chairman;  Enos  Fay  and  Evelyn  Moyle;  Field  Com- 
mittee— Carroll  Stoughton,  Chairman,  L.  E.  Bragg  and 
Katherine  Lane ;  Camp  Committee; — L.  E.  Bragg, 
Chairman,  Dan  O'Brien  and  Mrs.  Ethel  McCarten; 
Scholarship  Committee — D.  M.  White,  Chairman,  Car- 
roll Stoughton  and  Mrs.  Ethel  McCarten. 

Meetings  were  held  intermitently  during  the  year 
most  of  which  were  for  urgent  appropriations  or  mat- 
ters of  policy.  To  keep  abreast  with  the  changing  con- 
ditions and  adapting  the  rules  and  regulations  to  ad- 
ditional equipment  which  has  been  added  to  the  plant, 
the  rules  were  revised,  copies  of  which  were  posted 
conspicuously  in  various  parts  of  the  Colonel  Town 
property.  Following  a  precedent  which  was  establish- 
ed some  years  back,  the  Committee  waited  until  after 
all  of  the  money  had  been  received  from  the  Trustees 
before  making  the  major  portion  of  their  appropri- 
ations.   Final  payment  by  the  Trustees  occurred  after 
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the  last  dividends  were  received  which  was  in  Janu- 
ary. 

During  the  year  flowers  have  been  placed  on  Col- 
onel Town's  grave  each  week  during  the  summer. 
This  year  was  the  first  opportunity  to  make  any  esti- 
mate as  to  the  benefit  derived  from  money  spent  in 
1938  for  insulation  and  storm  windows  at  the  Com- 
munity House.  The  management  has  reported  a  very 
definite  improvement  in  the  efforts  to  keep  the  build- 
ing comfortable  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Janu- 
ary of  1940  has  been  as  difficult  a  month  to  keep  build- 
ings comfortable  as  has  been  experienced  in  the  North 
Country  for  many  years.  During  the  year  the  usual 
appropriations  have  been  made,  details  of  which  can 
be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  Report.  The  Treasurer's 
Report  might  be  supplemented  by  the  fact  that  the 
Scholarship  Committee  under  the  leadership  of  D.  M. 
White,  a  non-member  of  the  Committee  serving  on 
the  Sub-committee,  has  reached  a  point  now  where 
repayments  from  former  loans  were  sufficient  to  meet 
demands  for  all  requests  in  1938  and  1939. 

In  conjunction  with  carrying  on  with  the  ordin- 
ary appropriations  some  improvements  have  been 
made  on  the  field  in  a  drainage  near  the  back-stop  of 
the  baseball  diamond.  Water  in  this  vicinity  has  al- 
ways been  a  menace  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new 
system  of  drainage  will  correct  this  situation.  An 
additional  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Juvenile 
Library  this  year  for  books.  From  reports  received 
by  the  Committee  the  library  has  developed  into  a 
real  worthwhile  factor  in  the  lives  of  young  people  in 
the  community  to  such  an  extent  that  the  books  have 
been  practically  worn  our.  The  Community  Camp 
has  been  somewhat  improved  during  the  past  year  and 
has  continued  as  in  the  past  to  be  one  of  the  most 
popular  projects  carried  ou  by  the  Committee.  The 
tennis  courts  have  grown  in  popularity  each  year.  For 
want  of  adequate  funds  the  courts  were  carried 
through  1939  in  a  rather     unsatisfactory     condition. 
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iMouey  has  been  appropriated  for  improving  these 
courts  in  1940  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  will  per- 
mit, making  them  available  for  play  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  Committee  has  also  appropriated  money 
for  work  on  the  house  at  the  Community  Camp.  The 
renovation  of  the  house  which  is  being  considered  will 
include  the  preservation  of  as  much  of  the  old  struc- 
ture as  possible  with  a  finished  building  that  will 
harmonize  with  the  other  building  at  the  Camp  and 
be  more  useful  in  carrying  on  the  activities  of  this 
popular  resort. 

The  Spending  Committee  feels  it  has  a  duel  roll 
to  perform  in  carrying  on  of  its  duties.  First :  Con- 
ducting the  property  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  be 
used  to  its  maximum  and  that  the  people  can  get  the 
greatest  possible  amount  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
from  using  it,  and,  second,  maintaining  the  property 
not  only  as  a  medium  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to 
the  people  but  as  a  memorial  to  Colonel  Town,  its 
donor,  which  the  Committee  feels  carries  with  it  a 
certain  dignity.  Judging  from  the  amount  of  use 
which  the  people  make  of  the  Colonel  Town  proper- 
ties, it  is  evident  that  our  adults  and  youth  are  enjoy- 
ing the  facilities  made  available  through  Colonel 
Town's  bequest.  The  fine  condition  in  which  the 
property  is  preserved,  the  small  amount  of  money 
necessary  for  repairs  and  the  orderly  manner  in  which 
people  conduct  themselves  while  on  the  property  indi- 
cate that  the  people  themselves  sense  that  this  prop- 
rty  is  a  memorial  to  a  fine  citizen.  The  administering 
of  the  property  has  been  extremely  easy  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  violation  of  rules  or  asking  for  ex- 
ception to  rules,  a  situation  which  has  made  serving 
on  the  Spending  Committee  pleasant  and  to  which  the 
Committee  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  every  citizen 
in  the  town  of  Lancaster  for  their  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Town  School  Dis- 
trict in  March  1939,  Mr.  Chester  Marshall  was  re- 
elected. 

The  state  inspector  visited  our  seven  schools  in 
the  fall,  and  reported  that  he  was  pleased  with  the 
excellent  condition  of  the  buildings. 

One  major  repair  job  was  accomplished  last  fall 
which  now  gives  the  children  at  No.  11    a    suitable 
yard  in  which  to  play.     The  rocks  were  removed  and 
tile  installed,  in  order  to  take  care  of  the  drainage. 

The  smaller  number  of  tuition  children  next  year 
makes  possible  a  drop  in  the  amount  of  money  needed.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
To  the  Honorable  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the 
Lajicaster  School  District: 

The  same  seven   schools    are    in    operation    this 
year  as  last.     Gore  school  remains  the  largest  with 
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twenty-eight  pupils,  closely  followed  by  Stebbins 
Hill  with  twenty-seven  enrolled.  Fewer  town  district 
pupils  are  enrolled  in  the  village  this  year. 

Repairs 

Only  one  major  repair  job  was  undertaken  this 
year,  and  that  was  the  draining  and  grading  of  the 
yard  at  No.  11.  For  years  this  yard  had  been  very 
wet,  and  covered  with  large  rocks.  These  rocks  have 
been  removed,  and  two  large  drains  installed  which 
greatly  improves  the  condition  of  the  grounds. 

The  shed  at  No.  15  should  have  the  foundation 
replaced,  as  it  was  weakened  during  the  flood  of  '36. 

Health 

The  same  excellent  health  program  that  has  been 
in  operation  for  several  years  has  been  continued. 
Early  in  the  year  a  physical  check-up  is  given  by  the 
school  physician,  and  the  defects  found  are  followed 
up  by  the  school  nurse.  The  dental  clinics  have  been 
of  great  value  in  the  correction  of  teeth  defects. 

Transportation 

Five  routes  are  maintained  for  the  elementary 
children,  and  several  for  the  high  school  pupils.  This 
last  is  made  possible  by  the  special  appropriation  at 
the  school  meeting,  and  by  the  contribution  from  the 
Col.  Town  Fund. 

Education  as  an  Investment 

A  considerable  number  of  our  former  town  dis- 
trict pupils  are  now  holding  responsible  positions,  not 
only  in  our  own  state,  but  in  other  states  of  the 
Union  as  well.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
fact  that  they  were  enabled  to  get  sound  training  in 
Lancaster  Academy,  and  to  further  their  education 
by  attending  institutions  of  higher  learning.  This  is 
sure  proof  that  education  pays  good  dividends  for 
those  who  have  the  talent  and  desire  to  profit  from 
the  investment.

'  Librarian's  Annual  Report 

The  most  noticeable  happening  in  our  Public 
Library  this  last  year  was  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Annie  P.  Hastings  from  the  Trusteeship,  Nov.  20th,  of 
which  she  had  been  a  member  for  43  years,  and  the 
oldest  in  membership.  In  this  capacity  she  has  serv- 
ed faithfully  and  most  efficiently.  Her  natural  love 
for  the  best  in  literature  has  helped  to  keep  the  Lib- 
rary as  a  high  standard,  of  which  there  is  much  need 
in  this  day  of  cheap  and  obscene  literature. 

Mrs.  Hastings  will  always  feel  a  personal  inter- 
est in  the  welfare  of  the  Library,  especially  the  Juven- 
ile Department,  of  which  she  has  long  had  the  vision. 
However,  Mrs.  Hastings'  place  has  been  most  satis- 
factorily filled  by  Mrs.  Ethel  McCarten  whose  ideals 
for  good  reading  will  be  maintained  in  the  selection 
of  books.  The  Trustees  now  are  Mr.  James  L.  Dow, 
who  has  been  Treasurer  since  1916,  Mrs.  Emily  Hol- 
ton,  and  Mrs.  Ethel  McCarten. 
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Books  added  to  the  Library  last  year  numbered 
131,  of  which  seven  are  gifts,  and  for  which  we  are 
grateful  to  the  donors. 

As  many  books  are  discarded  each  year,  the 
average  number  remains  about  9,000;  16,253  have 
been  in  circulation  during  the  year,  over  3,000  non- 
fiction — an  average  of  over  50  a  day. 

The  English  teachers  select  the  best  books  for 
the  students  starting  in  the  High  School.  Fiction, 
biography,  and  travel,  and  reference  books  are  in  con- 
stant demand.  The  Bookmobile  from  Concord  con- 
tinues its  call  every  six  weeks,  which  is  a  help. 

Names  recorded  in  our  guest  book  for  visiting 
tourists  during  the  nummer  months  of  1939  number 
200. 

Money  collected  for  fines  alone  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $76.00  and  was  turned  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer.
